During the five year pero id from 
June, 1920 through December, 1925, 
the death rates of children 
under 
itwo year* of age in Morgan County 
was alarmingly high, 
according 
to 
figures given out Saturday by the 
Morgan County health unit. 
Of particular significance was the 
fact that the death rate of children 
under two years of age was a little 
more than three timbs as high in the 
rural districts than in the Urban dis­ 
tricts and this condition was blamed 
by the health officials 
largely 
on 
lack of proper sanitation in the rural 
district#. 
The department, 
at 
the 
same time, urged residents of 
the 
rural areas to permit the department 
to help in working out problems of 
proper sanitation, and to 
help 
in 
eliminating preventable disease#. 
The report of the health deparir 
ment showed that during the 
five 
year peroid there were 702 .deaths 
of children under two years of age, 
522 of these deaths being 
in

rural sections ajjd 180 in the urban 
districts.

The number of births in Morgan 
County, during the year of 
1925, 
were slightly more than three and 
a half times the number of deaths, 
according to figures revealed Satur­ 
day by the Morgan County health 
department. 
The total number of deaths

ported to the department during the 
past calendar year totalling 
716 
compared with a total of 2507 births 
reported to the department during 
the same peroid of time. 
* General health conditions of Mor­ 
gan County now probably are 
the 
best in ttys history of the 
county, 
comparisons of records today showed. 
The department is giving much at­ 
tention now to the prevention of com - 
stmnieable diseases and has been able, 
so far, to throttle every outbreak 


•School children of Morgan ‘County 
must undergo the physical examina­ 
tions required by the Morgan County 
health department, under the health 
code of the state. 
The local department has been re­ 
turned winner in a recent controver­ 
sy over the question, raised 
when 
students at one or more rtural schools 
declined to undergo the examination 
The question was taken up 
imme­ 
diately with county school authorities 
and other officials, with the result 
that parents of the students 
were 
convinced that the law permitted en­ 
forcement of the department’s ruling. 
In connection with the examination 
of school children, the Morgan Coun­ 
ty health department is planning to 
compile comparative figures on 1,000 
echool children who were found not 
to suffer from physical defects and 
1,000 children listed as physically de­ 
fective. 
The compilation will compare the 
records made in the schools in de­ 
portment and in class work, together 
with the number of days the defect've 
! students are absent on accolunt 
of 
personal illness, as compared with the 
number of days absent for the same 
reasons by the students not physical­ 
ly defective.. 


At the forthcoming mectting of the 
stockholders of the Alabama Brick 
and Tile company on February 15, 
reports of officers of the piant will 
show the past year to have been the 
most successful in the history of the 
company.
